Angeles Times article entitled, "Robert Byrd a Master of the 
Senate Universe Who Just Might Prove Partisan After All." 

Enclosed with the article was a handwritten letter, dated 
February 5, 1995, which stated, "If the enclosed article is 
correct (re underlining) don't you think you should get extra 
body protection?". The letter was signed, "yours truly, Louis 
Luck . " 


On March 7, 1995, LOUIS LUCK was interviewed at his 
residence 3860 Menton Avenue, No. 8, Century City, CA 90232. LUCK 
acknowledged that he sent the letter but stated that it was not 
meant as a threat, but as a warning to Senator BYRD. He wanted 
to caution Senator BYRD because Senator BYRD is in opposition to 
the Republicans and their "Contract on America." LUCK stated he 
did not threaten Senator BYRD; nor, did he intend to harm him. 

He was surprised that the letter had been refered by Senator 
BYRD'S Office to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI).
